An Important Meeting 14» Orgiuilze the 
l^rchants of Fort Wayne nuA 
Court Trade, Bnsfness and 
New Bnterprisei for 
the Summit 
City. 


Pursuuit to the published call there 
was a meeting of representative l>iisineflfl 
men at the oircuit court room last even- 
ing. 
As a preliminary feature, Mr. 
Alex Lauferty, who has been active in 
this enterprising movement, read a pa- 
per outlining the object of the meeting. 
He said: "The object of this meeting is 
briefly stated, to organize ourselves into 
an association which shall endeavor in 
various ways to improve the advantages 
that our city already has and to aid her 
in obtaining some that she sadly needs. 
First and foremost stands the imperative 
necessity of free highways, commonly 
known as gravel roads. 
Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are annually lost to 
our city by that ancient barrier of com- 
merce (so recognized by most all of our 
enterprising 
neighbors)—toll 
roads. 
Shall we, the residents cf a city of near- 
ly 40,000 inhabitants, the second city of 
the state, allow villages and hamlets sur- 
rounding us to profit by our blindness 
and to our detriment give our tacit con- 
sent in maintaining 
such toll roads 
which drive away all of a half million 
dollars from our doors every year. 


» • The second proposition and of 
equal importance as the first, is to make 
the most strenuous efforts in our power 
to establish grain elevators here. I claim 
that it is almost an impossibility for us 
to get along without them. 
Twenty 
years ago Fort Wayne was a recognized 
grain market, by voting away thousands 
of dollars to establish the north and 
south railroads, we enhanced the growth 
of Fort Wayne and added to its ad- 
vantage as an output for merchandise, 
while we gained in one point we lost in 
another. It caused to spring up about 
us and put into closer competition as a 
market for cereals, a territory heretofore 
tributary to Fort Wayne, and all for the 
reason while we were enterprising in one 
direction we allowed exactly by the 
same lack of vigilance our grain to slip 
away to another market" 
His purpose 
was to recover lost ground and restore 
to the city its proper prestige. 
Accord- 
ingly he concluded: "Everybody is for 
Fort Wayne, the metropolis of Indiana, 
and the booming city of the west, prop- 
erty advancing and merchants prosper- 
ing. I now move that we to-night form 
the Fort Wayne Chamber of Commerce 
and proceed to organize the same at 
once. I farther move that the officers 
be elected." 


The motion prevailed and accordingly 
the following officers were chosen: 


President—Hon. J. B. White. 
Vice Presidents—Mayor Charles P. 
Muhler, Hon. Charles McCuUoch and 
Mr. Fred Beach. 


Secretary—A. J. Moynihan. 
On taking the chair Captain White 
made a masterly plea for the supremacy 
of Fort Wayne as a business and trading 
center. 
He pleaded for union in & cause 
all were alike interested—the prosperity 
of Fort Wayne. 
He dwelt at length on 
the great natural advantages of Fort 
Wayne as a tradiog center, a metropolis 
ever recognized even since the days of 
the Indian council fires down through 
the canal era to its great trunk line rail 
road era. 
The same energy, push and 
foresight that made Chicago, would, if 
manifested in any kind of degree, make 
Fort Wayne prosperous and give it the 
boom of a great city. 
Chicago has 
reached out her iron arms in every di 
rection, going around and through her 
competitors. 
Fort Wayne has missed 
many opportunities, but she has the 
germs of greatness in her yet 
Here we 
have the Bass iron works, 
the Olds 
wheel works and the Murray gas works, 
the greatest of their kind in the United 
States, thus proving that our location is 
as favorable for expansion as any in 
the United States. 
The decline of our 
produce trade is something serious, 
few years ago the wheat and pork for 
sixty miles round was offered for sale on 
our streets. 
This can all be brought 
about again if we make Fort Wayne 
central market and a terminus of routes. 
This trade has been neglected, and the 
first step toward bringing it back must 
be free roads and the fostering of a great 
grain market here. We have had great 
grain merchants here in the past that 
drew the wheat here for sixty miles 
round. We should handl<) as much grain 
as Toledo, for we can ship it to New 
York as cheap as Toledo, or even as 
cheap as Chicago, where lake naviga- 
tion is closed. 


Captain White was glad to note activi- 
ty and believed with proper organization 
new enterprises could be courted and 
secured, railroads encouraged and the 
lost shops of the Nickel Plate restored to 
Fort Wayne, where they belong. 
He 
said there was room in the world for all 
of us and insisted that competition in 
jured no one; it, on the other hand 
stimulated trade and promised quicker 
and better returns, not only to the mer- 
chant, but to the farmers, who were 
offered in Fort Wayne a better, cheaper 
and more extensive pnrohaae market if 


thoy eonld bnt see fair priees for their 
prodnoe here. 
He wanted the country 
trade for Port Wayne; the pork, the 
grain and the fmits of peaceful pursuits, 
becaiiie where m ^ sell they bny, and 
this ia the point 
Aeommittee of three, consisting of 
Ion. B. C. BeU, Judge Morris, and 
i'^ank Alderman, esq., were appointed 
by the chair, on motion, to look up the 
laws on gravel roads and report what 
disposition it is best to make of them. 


On motion of Mr. Lauferty a commit- 
tee consisting of the chair, A. 0. Trent- 
man, Fred Eckert, Henry Vodermark, 
Perry Randall, Louis Fox and Sol Bash, 
waa appointed to confer with the officers 
of all the railroads centering in Fort 
Wayne relative to elevators and their 
erection, and also to suggest and devise 
means to attract trade to Fort Wayne. 


On motion the following committee 
was^ippointed on the organization of a 
chamber 
of 
commerce: J. 
Marsh 
Coombs, John H. Bass, Theron P. Kea- 
tor, Alex Lauferty, W. D. Page and A. 
Geismar. 


Mr. Frank Alderman moved that a 
committee of fivo be appointed to call 
on the merchants and urge them to at- 
tend the meetings and join the associa- 
tion. 


The chair appointed Frank Alder- 
man, E. C. Burode, Fred Beach, Louis 
Wolf, Mayor Muhler and H. G. Olds. 


Mayor Muhler, Hon. T. P. Keator, H. 
P. Yordermark, Mr. Frank Alderman, 
Mr. Lewis, Mr. Downing and others 
made stirring speeches indicative of 
spirit to send Fort Wayne to the front 
and this organization will do it 


On motion of Mr. Jacobs the meeting
